Ill her life and death we arc made 
to say, “iet'iiie die the death of 
the righteous, and let my last end 
he like his.” 
She died as she had lived, lean­ 
ing upon the strong arm of her 
.Savior, 
saying just before she 
breatlied her ]a.st, “God lias lilcss- 
ed me through lile and lie will 
not forsake me now.” 
The deceased leaves behind a 
large nuiiiber of relatives, children, 
grand cliildren. greal-grand chil­ 
dren, and many friends to mourn 
her departure, but by her humbly

13.—Among the 
other nominations made by the 
A ti.ast.\. An 
b.y 
Georgia Democratic Convention 
to-day was that of the Hon. Nathan 
Barnett, for Secretary of State. 
Mri~Bar'nett is perhaps one of tlie 
oddest oJlice lio ders in the world, 
being noAv ninety years of age, and 
having held his present ollice since 
1842. -M r. Barnett was born in 
Columbia County wdiile yet it was 
anJ.ndian country, and as an in­ 
fant had several narrow escape.s 
from the tomahawk. He grew up 
to be a man of splendid píiysiqne, 
CA feet in height, lean of ile.slg 
with a long crane-like neck. When 
elected Secretary of State forty- 
two years ago, he was a jnan ol' 
much prominence, ljut held on to 
the ollice so long that tlic ])eople 
foygbt the e.vistence of botli the 
m an’and his otlice. When recon- 
styuction measures necessitated 
the c earing out of the State lIon.se 
Barnett was found to be still there, 
and as soon as the Kepuhlicans 
gave up the State he was Ibund 
there again. Of late years he 
has become extremely .seuitivc as 
to iti.s age. When asked the ques­ 
tion recently he took the question­ 
er away into the darkest recess of 
his office and pleaded tliat notliing 
be said about that (pine.stion, ‘■be­ 
cause," .said lie, "the people are 
calling .so much for young men in 
office that it might defeat me." 
When the canvass just closed for. 
State House ollicer.s was begun ; 
the old man for the lirst time in 
liis life so far yielded to modern 
Teqnirements as to write a card to 
tíie jieople announcing himself in 
the race, t.teorgia being one of 
the original States, and her (Jov- 
ernnieut only dated hack 1.50 
years. Secretary Barnett's memory 
take# in over one-half of tliat era. 
Hence he is one of the gretitest :ui- 
tlioriliesnponnnittevs of titles, etc. 
A singular feature of his lueinory 
is that he does not remember re­ 
cent events. Speaking to am end 
be could give but very Btlle in­ 
formation as to matters luipponing 
in recent years, but when conver­ 
sation drii'tcd back to 1824, he 
spoke of events of tliat date with 
the greatest vivacity. A t the age 
of .sLxty he married a girl of .sixteen. 
He im\y wears three pairs of spec­ 
tacles bridged niton each otlier.

good condition. But ALs. Jackson, 
who was a reiined verj' sensitive 
lady, was so prostrated by the 
slanders circulated against her and 
Iier liiisband that although slie 
Jived to see him elected President 
•slie died licibre he was inaugurated. 
Gov. G rover Cleveland, lyho was 
elected (íovenior of Xew A'ork by 
an unprecedented majorit.v, is now 
a candidate for President.

THE OUTLOOK. 


Tiic Massachusetts Bureau of 
vStatistics has recently been inves­ 
tigating, through a committee, tlie 
condition ot the working girls or 
Boston, and tliat committee has 
made a somewhat detailed report 
of its work. They personally vis­ 
ited over one thoii.sand of the girls 
at tlieii'liomes, as well as at tlieir 
places of business, so as to be 
competent to form a fahcjudg.ment. 
on the; subject. The showing is 
not a A-ery pleasant or even credit­ 
able one, so far as the employes are 
concerned, but i f exhibits on . the 
part of the girls themselves a he­ 
roic and unceasing struggle against 
adverse Circumstances to earn an 
honest livelihood. 
Nominally, the work hours are 
ten out of the tweiityifour, but a 
great many of them are compelled 
to work over time, in order to eke 
oüf a,living, or to make up lost 
time caused by sickness or other 
iiriayoidable liiiidrance. Rest or 
vacation is a rare thing among 
them, and wlien they get either it 
is at the expense of additional 
Iioiirs of labor when tliey ought to 
be resting or sleeping. In some 
cases wliere the hours of closing 
were earlier than others, the girls 
were only allowed pay' for five 
days per week, and in others the 
girls would cany their vvork Home 
and do it at nights in order to get 
aii occasional holiday during the 
hot .season. 
As to their pay, the report .says: 
Out of tlie 1,0.32 girls 921 earned 
less than $10 a week. Tlie total 
earnings distributed over the 52 
weeks give $4.91 as tlie average 
weekly earnings for the wliole 
year. The total average weekly 
income of the working girls of 
Boston from all sources, eaming.s. 
assistance and other work, is .$5.17 
a week. Low wages are a source 
of great complaint. The niotliers, 
in some cases, say that to feed and 
clothe thegiris requires more than 
they earn, and some iiave been 
t.iken from work on that account 
and are now idle. 
In the large 
.stores eniploye.s are reported us 
liired at tlie lowest Hgures possible 
and wage.-< are liliely to be even 
le.ss in The future. .Small wa^es 
are made on men's clothing, liie 
pay ranges from .$tj to 
a wee!:, 
and in one case a baster on canvas 
reported only .$! 
diseoiiraged, and have to practice 
tlie most rigid economy. .Shirt. 
dre.s.s and cloak makers earn from
